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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 1-21 are allowed. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record discloses a method of providing a certificate including resource requirements list to 
mobile code executing devices and the certificate informs the user of resource requirements of 
the mobile code as well as the validity period of the certificate. However, the prior art of record 
individually or in combination docs not explicitly disclose a checking unit configured to check, 
by accessing an external device before the software is executed, whether the permission data are 
valid; and permitting the executing to execute the software when, on the basis of the check 
carried out by the checking unit, the permission data are determined to be valid, and when, on the 
basis of the permission data, that the software to be executed is determined to include 
permissible behavior in light of other features disclosed in independent claims 1, 10, 11 and 12.
